COURT OF CHANCERY (IRELAND). 



GENERAL ORDERS respecting Leases and Sales of Settled Estates, 
dated 22d day of May 1857- 



The Lord Chancellor, with the advice and assistance of the Right honour- 
able Francis Blackburne, Lord Justice of the Court of Appeal in Chancery in 
Ireland, and of the Right honourable Thomas Berry Cusack Smith, Master of 
the Rolls, doth hereby, in pursuance of an Act of Parliament, passed in the 
19th & 20th years of the reign of Her Majesty Queen Victoria, intituled, “ An 
Act to facilitate Leases and Sales of Settled Estates,” and in pursuance of all 
powers enabling him so to do, order and direct in manner following ; (that is 
to say) : 

I. That every petition under the said Act, and every public and private notice Petition to state 
required by the Act, must set forth the name, address and description of the name and address, 
petitioner, aDd also a place in Dublin where he may be served with any order * c - 0 retl loner - 
of the Court or notice relating to the subject of the petition. 



II. All petitions and notices, and also all affidavits and other proceedings How entitled, 
under the Act, are to be entitled in the matter of the Act, and in the matter of 
the property in question, mentioning the county and parish or place in which 
it is situate, and describing it by general terms. 



III. That after such petition shall have been presented, application may be Service of notice, 
made ex parte to the Court to direct in what newspapers the notices required 
by the Act are to be inserted. 

rv. That motions made under the 20th section of the Act may be made When ™ti<m may 
ex parte within seven clear days after the publication of the advertisement 
which may have been last inserted in the newspaper, but not later (except by 
special leave of the Court), and every order made on any such motion must 
be served on the petitioner within four days after the making thereof. 

V. That if the person or body corporate obtaining such order shall require . 

a copy of the petition, such person or corporation shall at the time of servi g ^ ofpetilioI1 . 
such order make a written application to the petitioner for such copy, with an 
undertaking to pay all proper charges for the same.
